The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Regarding claims 7, 51 and 60, Prior art does not teach a screen tensioned by 
tension straps. The closest Prior art to the claimed tension straps is Yang (US 
6,129,649) which teaches tension straps, however these are used to secure a 
trampoline to a frame and this is not considered analogous to the art of semi- 
transparent projection screens.
